The small game season, on ruffed 
grouse, quail, hares, wild turkey, 
ringneck pheasants, rabbits, squir­ 
rels. woodchucks and raccoon, opens 
officially at 9 a. rn. Monday, October 
31 
"Mild, open w inters have brought 
us our best prospects since the se­ 
vere winter of 1935-36.” said Seth 
Gordon, executive director of the 
commission. 
"The food and game 
covers are more abundant than at 
any tim e for the last three years.” 
Only one 
prospect dismays the 
commission. That is nuts. The nut 
supply forage for squirrels, is scant 
in some sections. 
“W ere still urging the hunters to 
go slow on the ruffed grouse, bob 
white quail and wild turkeys," Gor­ 
don said. 
"Otherwise the supply of 
small game is quito encouraging." 
He suid the commission expects at 
least 600,000 sportsm en in Pennsyl­ 
vania to pay $2 each for hunting 
licenses, as many as last year.
